WARREN. Oct. 20.—John D M. 
Hamilton,

chairman, asserted today Republi­ 
cans would seek amendments to 
the National Labor Act in the in­ 
terest of "fair play” for workers, 
employers and the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor. 
Republicans, Hamilton added in 
an address prepared for delivery 
here, "agree generally” with am end­

“They agree because they believe 
that government should be an um­ 
pire to

play—not a 
partisan of one faction of organized 
labor,” Hamilton declared 
He did. not mention by name the 
CIO, AFL rival, but declared

publicans 
agreed 
with 
William 
Green, federation president, that 
administration of the labor act had 
been "biased.” 
"And why should not 
the 
n a­ 
tional labor relations act be am end­ 
ed?’’ 
Hamilton asked "Certainly it 
has not brought the peace and har­ 
mony between labor and industry 
for which it was designed.”
